Wholesale prices in July, as measured by the Board of Trade 
index number, showed no change compared with June, this 
being the result of divergent movements for food and industrial 
materials. Food prices in July fell by 1-8 per cent., while those 
of industrial materials and manufactures rose by 0-9 per cent. 
The latter was the largest movement for over a year, being 
caused essentially by the rise in coal prices. The aggregate 
increases since the outbreak of war were: general index 63 per 
cent., food prices 74 per cent., and industrial materials and 
manufactures 57 per cent. 

The re-grouped data, in which the prices of industrial materials 
and manufactures (except fuel) are classified according to the 
stage of completion reached by the products concerned, showed 
a rise of 0-5 per cent. for intermediate products and @ fractional 
increase (0-1 per cent.) for both basic materials and “manufac- 
tured articles. Increases in comparison with August 1939 were : 
basic materials 78 per cent., intermediate products 623 per cent., 
and manufactured articles 40 per cent. Prices of building 
materials were 0-2 per cent. higher than in June, the increase 
since the outbreak of war being 38 per cent.

Food and Tobacco.—There was a sharp fall in malting barley 
prices in July, the control prices operative as from the 15th 
being considerably lower than the preceding market quotations, 
and as a consequence the index number for cereals showed a fall 
of about 8} per cent.; on the same date the control price of 
feeding barley was raised by Is. a ewt. (about 7$ per cent.). 
The largest movements in the miscellaneous food and tobacco 
group were the seasonal increases for potatoes (174 per cent.) 
and milk (12 per cent.), the former being smaller than usual. 
The average price of tomatoes was lower as a result of a reduction 
in price in June and there was a small decline for tea and rise 
for coffee. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—-The largest change 
was in respect of coal, the all-round increase of 3s. per ton as 
from 3 July causing the index to rise by 104 per cent.; the 
percentage increases for the descriptions of coal included in the 
index were within a range of 8 to 13} per cent. The increase of 
nearly 2 per cent. shown by the “ other textiles” group was

mainly due to a rise of about 134 per cent. in the price of linen 
yarn, aero warp; jute was about 2 per cent. dearer. In the 
wool group there were several small increases in yarn prices, 
the largest average monthly rises being for worsted weaving 
(3 per cent.) and hosiery (2 per cent.). Among chemicals and 
oils there were declines for fertilisers, the average monthly 
prices for sulphate of ammonia and superphosphate showing 
falls of 44 and 5 per cent. respectively, while in the sub-group 
of drugs included in the index salicylic acid, aspirin and quinine 
sulphate became rather dearer. In the miscellaneous group 
there were rises for tiles and pressed bricks, the average monthly 
prices being higher by about 3 and 2 per cent., respectively.

LAUNDERING MACHINERY AND PLANT 


Following the establishment of a Directorate of Laundry 
Services to administer the Laundry (Control) Order 1942 (see 
the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 1 August, page 355), applica- 
tions by laundries for licences to acquire laundering machinery 
and plant should be sent in future to the Regional Directors of 
Laundry Services. These Regional Directors are identical with 
the Regional Controllers of Factory and Storage Premises, and 
are operating from the same addresses. 

Applications forms (M.L.D.1) may be obtained from the 
Regional Directors or from the Machinery Licences Division, 
Board of Trade, 1-6 Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1.

EXPORT OF ,GOODS (CONTROL) (No. 32) ORDER 
1942: PROCEDURE 
Applicants for export licences in respect of goods included in 
the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 32) Order, 1942 (S. R. & 0. 
1942 No. 1533, price 1d.), must quote on their application form 
the Departmental symbol, number and date of the authorisation 
under which any iron and steel for the manufacture of the goods 
were acquired; if they are not themselves the manufacturers 
they must give the name of the manufacturers. If the iron and 
steel were authorised through an Export Group, applications 
should be sent to the Secretary of the Group concerned ; other- 
wise to the Export Licensing Department, Board of Trade, 
Inveresk House, 346 Strand, W.C.2. A list of the goods in 
question was published in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
10 August (page 365).

EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (No. 33) ORDER, 
1942: TEXTILES 

Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 33) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1598, price 1d.), which comes into force on 
31 August 1942, control is extended to cover cotton, artificial 
silk and cotton and artificial silk lace and lace net and articles 
made therefrom and linen and linen manufactures. 

The terms of the Order, however, permit some of these goods 
to be exported to certain specified destinations without licence. 

I. Except as provided in IT and III licences will, in future, 
be required to export the following classes of goods to all destina- 
tions :— 

(a) Cotton and manufactures of cotton, artificial silk or cotton 

and artificial silk, the following : 

Lace and lace net, wholly or mainly of cotton, artificial 
silk or cotton and artificial silk, and articles made wholly 
or mainly of such lace or lace net other than hair nets. 

(b) Flax and flax manufactures, the following :— 

Manufactures wholly or mainly of flax, but not including 
articles of apparel other than handkerchiefs. 

If. Under the provisions of the Order, however, licences will 
not be required to export the goods described at (a) and (b) 
above to Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, Colombia, 
Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republie, Ecuador, Guatemala, 
Haiti, Honduras, Mexico, Newfoundland, Nicaragua, Panama, 
Paraguay, Peru, Salvador, the United States of America, Uruguay 
and Venezuela, except for the following :— 

Mosquito or sandfly nets or netting of cotton, artificial silk or 
cotton and artificial silk, 

Piece-goods weighing 12 ozs. or more per square yard and 
cordage, twine yarns and thread, wholly or mainly of flax 
and not falling within any other class or description specified 
in the Schedule of Controlled Goods, 

lil. The Order also provides for the exportation without 
licence of mosquito or sandfly nets or netting of cotton, artificial 
silk or cotton and artificial silk to Australia, New Zealand, 
Saudi Arabia, Egypt, Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, Belgian Congo, 
French Equatorial Africa, French Cameroons and to any of the 
Colonial destinations specified in the Second Schedule to the 
Export of Goods (Control) (No. 28) Order, 1942 (see ‘* Board of 
Trade Journal” of 4 July, page 316). 

Applications for. licences for mosquito and sandfly nets or 
netting for the following destinations should be made to the 
Export Licensing Department, Inveresk House, 346 Strand, 
London, W.C.2: Syria and the Lebanon, Iraq, Persia and 
Turkey. Applications for other destinations will not normally 
be entertained. 

[V. Applications for export licences for linen and linen manu- 
factures from firms in Northern Ireland for destinations other 
than those mentioned in paragraph IT should be made to the 
Ministry of Commerce, N.1, Chichester Street, Belfast, but it is 
pointed out that licences for such destinations will only excep- 
tionally be granted. Applications to export linen and linen 
manufactures by firms other than those in Northern Ireland 
should be addressed to the Jute Trade Adviser, 56 Reform Street, 
Dundee. 

V. The existing control in respect of cordage, twine, yarns 
and thread, wholly or partly of flax is extended to cover all kinds 
of these goods irrespective of diameter.

FLOOR COVERINGS 
MANUFACTURE AND SUPPLY CONTROL 
The manufacture and supply by manufacturers of all floor 
coverings hitherto controlled in Class 7 of the Limitation of 
Supplies (Miscellaneous) Orders is prohibited, except under 
licence, under the Floor Coverings (Control of Manufacture and 
Supply) Order, 1942, S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1454 (see the “ Board 
of Trade Journal ” of 1 August 1942, page 355). These regulations 
do not, however, apply to direct Government orders.

Wool Carpets and Rugs containing Jute.—It is intended that 
manufacture shall cease as each manufacturer completes weaving. 
Manufacturers should not apply for licences, which will be issued by 
the Board of Trade to nucleus firms in order to enable them to 
weave out, and will be current from 1 August to 30 November 1942, 
or to an earlier date if the manufacturer has completed weaving. 
Carpet manufacturers should note that no further supplies of jute 
will be made available to the carpet trade. The licence to supply 
will be based upon the same standard period as those licences granted 
for June and July, and can be calculated as twice the figure issued 
for those two months. If, for example, a manufacturer had a licence 
for £1,000 in those two months, he will receive a licence to supply 
for £2,000. Any unexhausted balance of the two months’ licence 
will be carried forward, 

Linoleum and other Floor Coverings containing Jute, Cork or 
Rubber.—Licences will not be given for the manufacture of these 
floor coverings, and the supply of such goods from stock by manu- 
facturers will normally only be licensed for priority users. 

Coir Matting.—Licences to manufacture coir matting will only be 
given on the production of a licence from the Coir Controller (Ministry 
of Supply) authorising the processing of the coir fibre. Coir matting 
manufacturers who wish to dispose of stocks or to complete partly 
manufactured goods should apply to the Board of Trade, stating 
quantity of their stocks including imported matting. 

Other Floor Coverings.—Licences have been issued permitting 
manufacture and supply at the rate of 124 per cent. of the standard 
annual period during the six months August-January. 


METAL FURNITURE 
MANUFACTURE AND SUPPLY 


Tke manufacture and supply of metal furniture, as defined 
below, is prohibited from 1 August, except under licence, under 
the Metal Furniture (Control of Manufacture and Supply) Order, 
S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1458 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of 1 August 1942, page 355) made by the Board of Trade, Con- 
trolled metal furniture is defined as office and other furniture 
made wholly or mainly of metal, including bedsteads, garden 
furniture and industrial and storage racks and bins but excluding 
safes, aseptic hospital furniture, fireguards and kerbs. The manu- 
facture of firedogs, fire iron stands, fire irons and coal or log 
boxes is prohibited under the Miscellaneous Goods (Prohibition 
of Manufacture and Supply) Order, 8. R. & O. 1942 No. 1451. 

Small firms with less than five persons who are engaged in the 
actual production of metal furniture (whether in the capacity 
of employer, workman or outworker) are not affected by the 
regulations until 1 October. 

Applications for licences should be made to the Board of 
Trade, I.M.4, Millbank, London, 8.W.1. 

No licences at this stage will be given for a period exceeding 
three months, in order to allow for possible readjustments later. 


Stocks of Finished or Partly Finished Goods.—Manufacturers with 
stocks of finished or partly finished goods must apply to the Board of 
Trade, at the above address, for a licence if they wish to complete 
or dispose of the goods. The application for a licence should state 
the type of articles involved and their number and value. 

Government Orders,—Licences are not required for the manufacture 
and supply of goods which are direct Government orders. Goods 
for which the raw material is authorised by a Government Depart- 
ment but for which the order is placed by some other organisation 
do not qualify as direct Government orders. 

Metal Domestic Furniture.—All the types of beds and bunks which 
were exempt from control under the Limitation of Supplies Orders 
are now controlled, and a licence to manufacture and supply is 
required, Licences are also required to manufacture and supply 
metal bedsteads, cots and bassinets. Where applicants are able to 
produce iron and steel authorisations from Government departments 
expressly covering the materials needed for these articles, they will 
on application to the Board of Trade, receive licences for three 
months to manufacture and supply the articles named in the 
authorisations ; this does not apply to goods not accompanied by a 
raw material allocation or accompanied only by a sub-authorisation 
where the original authorisation did not specify the articles for which 
the raw material was authorised, and in such cases manufacturers 
should not begin work on such orders until they are satisfied thav a 
licence from the Board of Trade is forthcoming. 

During the next three months, the Board of Trade intend to 
review, in conjunction with the appropriate Government departments 
and with the industry, the types of beds and other articles which can 
be considered essential under the present circumstances, and manu- 
facturers are invited to send in catalogues or illustrations and 
descriptions of the goods which they wish to continue to manufacture 
and supply after 31 October, when any licences now issued will 
expire. 

Metal Office Furniture.—The only articles of office furniture for 
which licences will normally be given are filing cabinets and plan 
files. These will be subject to a value limit of 75 per cent. of supplies 
during the period 1 December 1941 to 31 May 1942. 

Industrial Furniture and Equipment.—Cupboards and lockers will 
only be licensed for supply for industrial use and up to a value limit 
of 75 per cent. of supplies during the period 1 December 1941 to 
31 May 1942. A condition of the licence will be that lockers should 
not exceed the size of 75 x 16 x 15 in, Industrial racks, storage 
bins, work pans, ghelving and seating will be licensed up to the 
amount for which iron or steel authorisations are obtained,

CUTLERY 
MANUFACTURE AND SUPPLY CONTROL 


The manufacture of the following articles, except under licence 
issued by the Board of Trade, is prohibited as from 1 August 
1942 under the Miscellaneous Goods (Prohibition of Manu- 
facture and Supply) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1451). 
(See the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 1 August 1942, page 355.) 


(i) spoons and forks made wholly or partly of non-ferrous metals 

or of stainless steel ; 

(ii) the following comprising any metal— 

soup spoons, coffee spoons, egg spoons, grapefruit spoons and 
dissectors, fish eaters, salad servers, butter knives, tea 
knives, paper knives, asparagus eaters and tongs, sardine 
tongs, grape scissors, pastry servers, button hooks, stilettos. 
eyebrow tweezers. 

The prohibition extends to the manufacture of blanks for the 
articles listed above. Firms will be allowed until 31 December 
1942 to complete and supply prohibited goods which were partly 
manufactured by 1 August; this concession applies to the 
working up of blanks which were already completed on that 
date. Similarly, they may during that period supply prohibited 
goods which had been completed by 1 August. 

The supply of both prohibited and permitted goods whether 
by manufacturers or by wholesalers will continue to be subject 
to the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 16) Order 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1510, price 3d.). There will be a quota of 
20 per cent. by value of supplies during the 6 months August- 
January, but there will be a factor of two-fifths for razors and 
safety razor blades, making the effective quota for these items 
50 per cent. as before. After 21 December 1942 the supply by 
manufacturers of prohibited goods of their own manufacture 
will be prohibited.

GLASSWARE 
MANUFACTURE AND SUPPLY CONTROL 
The production of a wide range of glassware has been prohibited 
as from 1 August 1942 under the Miscellaneous Goods (Prohibi- 
tion of Manufacture and Supply) Order, 8. R. & O. 1942 No. 
1451 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 1 August 194%, 
page 355), Manufacture will be restricted to goods which 
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are required for essential purposes, and are of the simplest 
possible types but the prohibition will not apply until 1 October 
1942 tv small firms with less than 5 persons engaged (whether 
in the capacity of employer, workmen or outworker) in the 
actual production of controlled ods. The regulations do not 
apply to direct Government Orders. 


Domestic Glassware and Illuminating Glassware.—The following 
kinds of domestic glassware and illuminating glassware are prohibited 
and licences will not normally be granted for their production :— 

(i) All glassware with applied decoration, including cut glass ; 

(ii) All stemware ; 

(iii) Table glassware other than (1) heat-resisting glassware except 
tumblers, (2) tumblers (whether heat-resisting or not) and 
glasses of a Gapacity of eight fluid ounces or over, (3) 
carafes, jugs and mugs, (4) cruets and parts therefor ; 

(iv) Toilet, ornamental and stationers’ glassware, including vases 
and ornaments, but not including mirrors and inkwells or 
similar containers for ink. 4 


The manufacture of illuminating glassware of types which are not 
covered by these restrictions, but which are included in Class 9 of 
the Limitatién of Supplies Orders, will be allowed on the basis of a 
quota of 10 per cent, by value of the sales during the standard period 
of all the goods included in the relevant part of Class 9. 


Glass Mirrors,—The manufacture of glass mirrors is prohibited with 
the following exceptions :— 





(i) Mirrors optically worked or specially designed for use in 
connection with machinery or instruments ; 

(ii) Mirrors of plate or sheet glass which satisfy the following 
conditions ; (1) the area is not more than 6 sq. ft. ; (2) the 
shape is of simple outline not containing internal corners, 
mitres or scallops; (3) the surface is flat and free from 
decoration ; (4) the complete mirror does not consist of 
more than one piece of glass ; (5) either they are mounted 
in a plain frame, the edges not further treated than bevelled 
to a width of not more than 3 in., or they are unframed, 
the edges smoothed and polished but not bevelled. The 
restrictions as regards'glass mirrors will apply to the supply 
of mirrors manufactured from material provided by the 
customer, but the re-silvering of existing mirrors will be 
allowed, 

The manufacture of glass plates used solely for the protection of 
domestic or office furniture (other than cafe and canteen tables), 
finger plates, and advertisement plates is also prohibited. 


Stocks of completely or partly Finished Goods.—The completion of 
all prohibited goods partly manufactured on 1 August will be allowed 
and the supply of these and of completed stocks (except illuminaving 
glassware) will be free until 31 August; these goods form part of 
Class 8 of the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) Order, but as 
from 1 August will not be subject to the Limitation of Supplies 
Orders. Manufacturers should apply to the Board of Trade for 
licences to supply illuminating glassware of prohibited types which 
have been manufactured before 1 August and also to complete the 
manufacture and supply of illuminating glassware of prohibited 
types which have been partly manufactured before 1 August,

MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS (CONTROL OF 
MANUFACTURE AND SUPPLY) ORDER, 1942 


The manufacture of all musical instruments hitherto con- 
trolled in Class 13 of the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) 
Orders, is prohibited, except under licence, after 31 July, under 
the Musical Instruments (Control of Manufacture and Supply) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1459) see the ‘* Board of Trade 
Journal” of 1 August 1942, page 355). The Regulations do not, 
however, apply to direct Government orders. ‘The provisions 
of the Order do not apply until 1 October 1942, to firms employing 
less than five persons (whether in the capacity of employer, 
workman, or outworker) in the actual production of controlled 
goods. 


Gramophones, Gramophone Records and Needles,—-Gramophones, 
in limited quantities, may continue to be made and supplied to the 
home trade under licence. Gramophone records and needles will 
also continue to be manufactured and supplied under licence. The 
rate of supply permitted during the six months, August to January, 
for records and needles will be that ruling since June. 


Pianos.—It is not intended to allow any new manufacture, but 
consideration will be given to applications for permission to complete 
the manufacture of pianos which are already in process. 


Other musical instruments (with the exception of piano, player 
piano, gramophone records and gramophone needles) may be made 
by manufacturers who receive a certificate from the Board of Trade, 
provided they are for supply to a list of approved purchasers against 
a duly executed declaration, The form of the declaration to be 
made is set out in the schedule to the Order, and copies may be 
obtained on application from the Musical Instruments Manufac- 
turers’ Association, 7/10 Frederick Close, Stanhope Place, Con- 
naught Square, London, W.2. , 


Stocks, —Manufacturers of musical instruments other than pianos, 
gramophone records, and gramophone needles will be free until 
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30 September 1942, to dispose of their stocks of such instruments 
completely manufactured or in the process of manufacture on 
1 August. 


Repairs.—Repair parts included in the list approved by the Board 
of Trade in connection with the Limitation of Supplies Order, can be 
manufactured freely, without a licence, and the repair of musical 
instruments will not be included in the term ‘“‘ manufacture.”

LEATHER GOODS 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLY AND PROHIBITION 
OF MANUFACTURE ORDERS 


As from 1 August 1942, the manufacture of receptacles of 
leather or textile, or of material resembling leather is prohibited 
under the Miscellaneous Goods (Prohibition of Manufacture and 
Supply) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1451, price 2d.) except 
for :— 

Brief and document cases, unframed, unfitted handbags, school 
satchels, wallets and purses, surgical and scientific instrument 
cases, bank cash bags and night safe wallets, railway bags, 
tobacco pouches made of any material ; 


and except the following if made of material other than leather :— 


Suit and attache cases (including soft-topped cases) travelling 
bags, steamer trunks, haversacks, rucksacks, shopping bags, 
gasmask cases, cycle bags, tool bags. 

It will be observed that two items, viz. haversacks and rucksacks, 
have been added to the list of ‘* permitted”? goods announced 
previously. Information on details of definitions should be sought 
from the National Leather Goods and Saddlery Manufacturers’ 
Association, 

Stocks of Prohibited Goods,—Manufacture of prohibited goods in 
process of manufacture on 1 August may be completed, and these 
and completed stocks may be supplied, both for home trade and for 
export, until 30 September, without restriction, i.e. outside the 
Limitation of Supplies quota. 


Small Manufacturers.—The prohibitions on manufacture and 
supply do not apply until 1 October 1942 to firms employing less than 
five persons (whether in the capacity of employer, workman or out- 
worker) in the actual production of controlled goods, 

Control of Supply.—Supplies of the permitted goods will continue 
to be controlled under Class 10 of the Limitation of Supplies (Miscel- 
laneous) (No. 16) Order 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1510, price 3d.), 
and the quota will be 10 per cent. of supplies in the basic period, 
including supplies in that period of goods the manufacture of which 
is now prohibited. (An additional 10 per cent. will be granted to 
manufacturers taking part in approved re-concentration arrange- 
ments.) Wholesalers are no longer controlled under the Order and 
consequently the manufacturers’ quotas must be calculated on the 
basis of supplies in the standard period to both registered and un- 
registered customers. }The class is now extended to include baby 
reins, straps, belts, dog collars and leads of leather, imitation leather 
and textile materials. For the goods thus added to Class 10, the 
Board of Trade have decided to allow an additional rate of supply 
for two months; for these goods, manufacturers should, therefore, 
calculate their quota for the first restriction period in the following 
way: they will receive 5 per cent, under the Order, plus one-sixth 
of 40 per cent. under a General Licence. This means that belt and 
strap, etc., manufacturers will be able to supply for two months at 
the rate of 50 per cent. This is to enable manufacturers to maintain 
a limited production until they can find suitable partners to make 
concentration arrangements. Manufacturers should calculate their 
quotas for the supply of these goods on their votal supplies during 
the twelve months ended 31 May 1940. 

Manufacturers not already on the Home Trade Register for Class 
10 of the Limitation of Supplies Order, who supply the goods such 
as belts and straps now added to that Class, should apply for 
registration to the Board of Trade, I. & M. 4, Millbank, London, 
8.W.1. Any enquiries in connection with this order should also be 
referred to this address, 

Exports.—Exports of permitted goods fall outside the 10 per cent. 
quota ; these exports do not require a licence, but they can only be 
exported to certain approved markets, If any doubt is entertained 
as to these markets, application should be made to the Board of Trade. 
Stocks of prohibited goods may be exported, goods partly made on 
1 August completed for export, provided they are supplied by the 
manufacturer before 1 October. 


TOILET PREPARATIONS 
MANUFACTURE AND SUPPLY 

A new Toilet Preparation Order (the Limitation of Supplies 

(Toilet Preparations) (No. 4) Order 1942, 8. R. & O. 1942 No. 

1512, price 2d., became operative on 1 August. Generally 

the provisions of the Toilet Preparations (No. 3) Order will be 

continued for a period of five months with the following additions 
and amendments :— 


(1) Quota,—With the exception of face powder and toilet dusting 
powder (excluding rouge, rouge powder and powder com pacts) 
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which will be free from quantitative control, the quota will be 
20 per cent. instead of 25 per cent. of the supplies in the standard 
period (the year ended 31 May 1940), i.e. 84 per cent. during the 
restriction period (five months ending 31 December 1942). This will 
involve a recalculation of the manufacturer’s quota to allow for the 
exclusion of face powder and toilet dusting powder supplied during 
the standard period. Registered persons may supply during the 
restriction period of five months as their quota either 8} per cent. of 
their supplies in the standard period or five times £41 13s, 4d. 
(£208 6s. 8d.) whichever is the greater. The quota will be increased 
to the rate of 50 per cent. for those firms who are situated in 
approved areas (or those who have moved~ to these areas) and 
who participate in satisfactory concentration schemes. 

(2) The Actual Manufacturer.—The registered person who processes 
raw materials for another is to be regarded as the manufacturer 
whether he owns the raw materials or not, and the goods made must 
count against his quota. This means that the person who has raw 
materials made up for him by another is not the actual manufacturer, 
and has no quota in respect of these goods. 

(3) Unregistered Persons.—Unregistered persons may not supply 
toilet preparations (excluding face powder and toilet dusting powder) 
of their own manufacture to an extent greater than £41 13s. 4d. per 
Unregistered persons may not supply goods of their own 
manufacture through a selling agent.. They may only supply them 
across their own counter; in no circumstances may they sell goods 
of their own manufacture to persons who buy for re-sale. Although 
an unregistered person may supply face powder and toilet dusting 
powder of his own manufacture direct to the public without restric- 
tion, he may not supply these goods to persons who buy for the 
purpose of re-sale. 


month, 


(4) Name and Address.—On and after 17 August the name and 
address of the registered manufacturer of controlled goods must be 
printed, or otherwise indelibly marked on the package or wrapping. 
This applies to the closed as well as to the nucleus firm under a 
concentration arrangement. In the case of unregistered persons the 
full name and full postal address must be shown. The regulation 
about name and address will also apply to manufacturers of face 
powder and toilet dusting powder. Where goods are made on behalf 
of another firm, even where the raw materials are supplied, the name 
and address of the actual manufacturer must appear. 

(5) Sale by Retail.—On and after 1 November it will be an offence 
to sell or offer- for sale by retail any controlled toilet preparations 
(including face powder and toilet dusting powder) not bearing the 
name and address of the manufacturer or packer (see below) clearly 
marked on the package or container. 

(6) Packing.—({a) Under the new Order packing unless carried out 
by the actual manufacturer of the goods packed will not 
be permitted except under a licence granted by the Board 
of Trade: vhis licence will limit the quantity of goods 
which may be packed and supplied. 

(6) Applications for licences to pack controlled goods not of the 
packer’s own manufacture should be sent to the Board of 
Trade, 1.M.4, Millbank, London, S8.W.1. Packing is 
regarded as the process whereby bulk or pre-fabricated 
goods are put into the final unit container in which they 
are sold to the consumer, 

(c) The full name and full address of the licensed packer or of the 
manufacturer must be placed on the package or wrapper. 

(d) Licensed packers will be required to obtain and retain an 
invoice from the manufacturer which shall include the 
latter’s name and address, the kind, quantity and value 
of the goods supplied by the manufacturer, and the date 
of supply. 


7. The definition of controlled goods has been amended to 
make quite clear that medicated toilet preparations are included 
in the control. 

8. Controlled goods under the Order will not include goods 
controlled by the Ministry of Food under soap rationing. 

9. The Board will be prepared to consider applications from 
registered manufacturers for licences to supply shampoo, addi- 
tional to their quota, on a 75 per cent. basis.

New manufacture of umbrellas will be licensed on the basis of 
15 per cent, of the total production in the above period, but firms 
which enter approved reconcentration schemes will get an extra 
10 per cent.

Small firms with less than five persons engaged in the actual 
production of mechanical lighters (whether in the capacity 
employer, workman or outworker) are not afiected by the 
regulation until 1 October 1942. Licénces are being issued for 
the manufacture and supply‘of non-utility types for a period of 
two months only. 
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Battery Operated Lighters.—Battery operated lighters are con- 
trolled under the Electrical Appliances (Control of Manufacture 
and Supply) Order, 8. R. & O. 1942 No. 1453 (see the ‘* Board 
of Trade Journal” of 1 August 1942, page, 355) and manufac- 
turing licences will not normally be granted for them under that 
Order, enquiries in connection with which should be referred to 
the Board of Trade, I.M.4, Millbank, London, S.W.1. 


LIGHTER FLINTS: CONTROL OF 
MANUFACTURE 


The Board of Trade have made an Order (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 1567, price 1d.) prohibiting any manufacturer of lighter 
flints from disposing of them after 17 August except to the 
Board of Trade. Flints for lighters for industrial use as well as 
for domestic or personal use are covered by the Order. The 
purpose of the Order is to link up home production with the 
supplies imported on government account and to facilitate dis- 
tribution of all flints at stable and reasonable prices. In certain 
cases licences will be issued permitting manufacturers to sell to 
persons other than the Board of Trade.

Because of this amending Order, which takes effect on 22, 
August 1942, all the above Orders will apply, on that date, to 
firms where more than four people are engaged on the actual 
production of any goods (i.°. irrespective of the number of persons 
engaged on the production of goods controlled by the individual 
Orders), so that such firms will require licences before they can 
continue to manufacture controlled or prohibited goods after 
21 August 1942. The provisions of the above Orders will there- 
fore be applied as from that date to all firms with more than 
four persons on productive processes, and not, as provided for 
previously, only to those firms with more than four persons 
engaged in the actual production of controlled goods. 

The position therefore is that until 22 August 1942 the above 
Orders will not apply to firms where not more than four persons 
are engaged in the actual production of the goods contrelled by 
the various individual Orders, but the Orders will apply to firms 
where (1) at any time before 22 August the number of persons 
engaged on the actual production of controlled goods exceeds 
four; (2) at any time after 21 August 1942 the number of 
persons engaged on the actual production of any goods exceeds 
four. 

All the Orders apply, on 1 October, to all firms manufacturing 
controlled goods, irrespective of the size of the firm. 

Applications for licences to manufacture controlled goods 
should be made to Industries and Manufactures 4 Dept., Board 
of Trade, Millbank, London, 8.W.1.

Transfer is effected by the 
Clearing Office through the medium of a Sub-Account which is 
utilised for the payment of debts due to persons in the United 
Kingdom in respect of insurance and re-insurance premiums, 
licence fees, royalties, commissions, interest, and other financial 
payments of a revenue nature. 

In each case the debtor in Spain must apply to the Instituto 
for approval to transfer the sum due to the creditor in the 
United Kingdom, and creditors are advised to ensure that their 
debtors make the necessary applications.

The volume contains, bound together, the twenty-five papers 
that appeared in the monthly issues of the Journal of the Institute 
of Metals during 1941, together with discussions on a number of 
them, and an abridged text of the Institute’s May Lecture : 
“The Significance of Low-Temperature Research,” by Dr. F. 
Simon. The papers, all of which incorporate the results of 
original research, range widely over the field of non-ferrous 
metallurgy. Of interest to foundrymen are two eminently 
practical papers: ‘‘ Causes of Porosity in Tin-Bronze Castings,” 
by T. F. Pearson and W. A. Baker, and “‘ Unsoundness in Gravity 
Die-Cast Silicon-Aluminium Alloy Pistons,” by R. T. Parker. 
Two papers important to those engaged in the aircraft industry 
are “ The Rolling of a Magnesium Alloy,” by W. R. D. Jones and 
L. Powell, and ‘‘ Quenching Stresses in Aluminium Alloys,” by 
A. von Zeerleder. Then there is a group of three papers dealing 
with X-ray studies of the structures of cold-rolled metals ; two 
are on magnesium alloy by D. E. Thomas and L. Frommer, 
respectively, while the third, on copper, is by Maurice Cook and 
T. Ll. Richards, who have made previous important contribu- 
tions in this field of knowledge. In another paper Dr. Cook 
(with W. G. Tallis) places on record valuable data on “ The 
Physical Properties and Annealing Characteristics of Standard 
Phosphor-Bronze Alloys.”” The volume contains reports of 
several investigations into the constitution of various binary 
and ternary alloy systems, notably two on ternary aluminium 
systems by H. W. L. Phillips. Finally, there is a full description 
of a novel method of measuring the surface hardness of metals 
which has been devised by Bruce Chalmers, and which has 
already excited considerable discussion.
